T hat the success and prosperity of 
th e town and city is closely interwove 
en with the success of all agriculture 
w as the keynote of the address of, 
Secretary of Agriculture 
Fred R as-1 
mus&en, who addressed the members 
of the Gettysburg Chamber of Com- i 
merce and the Adams County Farm 
Bureau at noon, today at Hoffman Ho- j 
tel. He urged th at the business and 
professional men of Gettysburg and 
th e other towns of Adams county en- : 
thusiastically support 
those agencies 
which are working for the advance- J 
m ent o f the country’s agriculture, 
pointing out th a t a successful agricul-1 
tu re spells success for all other lines I 
o f business. 
“In the early history of this conn- ( 
ty “, said the Secretary, “ no one doubt- ( 
cd the relation of agriculture to busi-j 
ness prosperity. 
The 
prosperity of 
the town deponded upon the prosperity 
o f the agriculture w-ith w'hich it was 
surrounded. 
The food consumed was j 
locally grow n. 
Today, in our large 
centers of population, food 
products 
from 
all parts of the country 
and 
world enter into the daily diet. Many 
o f the people in our cities, not being 
dependent upon the immediately su r­ 
rounding territory for food ami trade, 
have lost sight of the fact th at the 
prosperity of the community depends 
upon agriculture. 
The relation still 
exists, whether applied to a particular 
locality, the nation o r the world. 
Agriculture G reat Industry 
“Agriculture is the most im portant 
and most extensive single industry in 
America: First, because the products 
of the soil are necessary to maintain 
life, and, second, because agriculture 
is the basis of commerce ami industry 
of the country. 
Three times a day 
food is placed upon the table of every 
home. 
The placing of the products of 
the farm upon the* dining room table 
is not 
a seasonal business. 
It is a 
business that goes on every minute 
o f the twenty four hours of the day. 
I t involves not only the products which 
go directly from the farm to the con­ 
sum er’s table but the 
manufactured 
and prepared products as well. 
The 
sugar refineries, canning 
factories, 
th e m eat packing industry, the cheese 
and condensed milk 
industries are 
some of the great business enterprises 
th a t exist between the farm and the 
consum er’s table. 


“The g^eat 
woolen and textile 
in­ 
dustry, the 
silk mills and the 
shoe 
factories are based upon the cotton, 
the wool ami the hides from the do­ 
mestic animals, the raw materia] 
in 
all cases being products of the soil. 


“The very 
life of the railroads 
is 
depending upon the handling of 
raw 
m aterials and the m anufactured pro­ 
ducts of the soil. 
The greatest part 
o f the hustle and bustle of the city is 
brought about by getting 
the two 
g reatest necessities of life, food 
ami 
clothing, into the homes of the people.
